GIVE GUAR GOOD ATTENTION

It is not best to let the boar run 
with the rest of the herd. 
It is too 
common a practice to sell the boar 
when the season is over. 
This is 
largely the cause of so many small 
litters and w’cakboned pigs. 
It is best 
to get a good boar, and keep him for 
a few years, and as he matures his 
pigs will be stronger and litters larger. 
Have a small yard of grass if possi­ 
ble, hog-tight and awmy from the sows, 
so he will not be worried. 
A quarter 
of an acre will afford plenty of exer­ 
cise iii the open air. 
When grass is 
not available, give him cut clover or 
any other good green feed that he will | 
eat. 
Feed sparingly of fattening feeds, 
but give him feed that will keep him 
growing if he is not fully developed. 
Mill stuff, skim milk, clover, alfalfa 
or anything that furnishes protein is 
advisable. 
At all times keep a supply 
of ashes, salt and charcoal w'liere he 
can obtain it at will. 
It will do much 
toward keeping him in good health.

Texas “Remember the Alamo” is still 


a cry that stirs the blood and arouses 


frenzied patriotism. The Alamo is a 
heritage that is precious 
to all the 
per pie who live in 
the 
Lone Star 
state. 
Eighty 
years 
have 
passed 
since the desperate 
devotion 
of a 
handful of brave men made the name 
a sacred one. 
What, 
then, 
is the 
story? Here it is, briefly: 
The Alamo was the chapel building 
of the Spanish mission at San Anto­ 
nio de Bexar at the time when Tex 
as was a part of Mexico. 
When the Mexicans appeared tho 
defenders of San Antonio shut them ­ 
selves up in the Alamo, which they 
had converted into a fort, and pre­ 
pared to withstand a siege. The de­ 
fenders were well armed, and every 
man was a crack shot. Tho old stone 
structure in which 
they 
had taker 
leftigo was rurroundec 
by 
a thick 
wall, and was wroll 
suited 
to their 
purport*. Tho garrison numbe:ed 140 
na n iii all. and they 
had 
but one 
small cannon. 
Snta Ana, 
upon 
arrival

head of his thousands, demanded in­ 
stant surrender, 
declaring 
that in 
case of refusal he would 
storm the 
fort and give no quarter. On the 6th 
of March,

warfare, in which the Mexicans had 
lost many men and the Texans but a

an assault. 
Hundreds of Mexicans went down be­

Sam ’s dominions. Texas, an empire 
in itself, destined to become Hie fa 
verite domain of 
King 
Cotton, and 
California, which 
as 
any 
resident 
will sw'oar, is tho garden spot of tho 
universe, w'oro 
governed 
from the 
City of Mexico. Now Mexico. Arizo­ 
na, Nevada and a portion of Colorado 
were also claimed bv Mexico.

Always Most Successful— Open- 
ating Expense Reduced. 


“The poultry farm that produces its 
ow'n feed or a goodly part of it is al­ 
ways the most successful,” according 
to William H. Pfeifer of Allenton, Mo., 
“because the feed is always right at 
hand when needed, no drayage, no 
waste, the range birds seeing to the 
latter. 
“The shattered grain does not go to 
feed sparrows, crows, etc., but pro­ 
duces chtcken-meat and eggs. The 
droppings go back to the fields as 
fertilizer and the operating expense or 
upkeep is greatly reduced. 
“Such a farm has a great advantage 
over the one that has to buy all its 
feed, hauling it over miles of rough 
country roads, paying dearly for the 
time wasted in drayage and extra han­ 
dling. This in itself is important evi­ 
dence of why the farmer can produce 
cheaper poultry and eggs than the 
poultryraan. Those who after serious 
consideration decide to go into the 
business should bear this advice In 
mind.”

Contrary to general opinion, sheep 
M well as any other class of farm 
animals require clean, dry shelter. It 
is especially important that tho feet 
and fleece be kept dry. If their quar­ 
ters are dry and clean tho sheep will 
stand very cold weather without dis­ 
comfort or disease. 
There must bo 
ample ventilation, for sheep, if closely 
crowded, sweat badly and quickly use 
up the oxygen in the air, but there 
must be no drafts as sheep are easily 
subject to colds. 
In the ordinary climate the sheep 
barn may be constructed of one thick­ 
ness of matched boards. It should bo 
large enough to house the entire flock 
without crowding. Windows enough to 
permits lots of sunshine to enter and 
clean, dry bedding under foot are 
necessities. The lambing pens should 
be of warmer construction than the 
general shed.

That but roughl yspans the story of 
his achievements. 
Near Guelph, 
in 
Ontario, 
where 
James J.(erome) Hill was 
born in 
1838, the 
son 
of 
an Irish-Canadian 
fanner, who died when the buy was 
15, there stands a tree stump label­ 
ed: “The last tree chopped by James 
J. Hill.” 
It marked the lad’s 
resolution to 
go to the United States. He had been 
prompted by an odd incident. Accord­ 
ing to the story that has been told, 
a strange traveler had stopped at the 
Hill farm to take dinner, and left his 
horse at the gate. Young Hill saw the 
animal was tired and he carried it a 
pail of 
water. 
The 
stranger 
was 
pleased 
with 
the 
young 
m an’s 
thoughtfulness and as 
he drove off 
he tossed him a newspaper from the 
United States and called out gravely: 
“Go there, young man. That country 
needs youngsters of your spirit.” 
Hill read this paper carefully. 
It 
contained glowing 
accounts 
of op­ 
portunities in the states. He resolved 
to investigate for himself. It was the 
next morning that he chopped his last 
tree. 
Roustabout Lad of 18 Years. 
A mere roustabout lad of 18, he 
toured from 
Maine 
to 
Minnesota. 
When, in 1856, he disembarked from 
a Mississippi river 
packet 
at 
St. 
Paul, that place was a frontier town 
of 5,000 inhabitants. At the sign of 
W. J. Bass & Co., agents for the Du­ 
buque and St. Paul Packet Co., 
he 
found a job as both 
stevedore and 
clerk. 
In the fifteen years that followed 
he seized every opportunity to study 
the whole problem of river transpor­ 
tation. Ile gathered no end of expe­ 
rience and a little capital, with which 
he launched his 
own 
firm 
of Hill, 
Griss & Co., which promptly display­ 
ed its initiative by bringing the first 
load of coal that had ever been seen 
in that section into 
St. 
Paul. 
Two 
years 
later, 
with 
a 
flat-bottomed 
steamer, 
he 
established 
the 
first 
regular communication with St. Paul 
and the Manitoba ports of the fertile 
Red river valley. 
At about that time St. Paul was 
having its first 
experiment 
in rail­ 
road building. Eighty miles had been 
laid to St. Cloud, CIG miles to Breck­ 
enridge, both 
of 
which 
terminals 
were at the southern end of the Red 
river valley, and there were about IOO 
miles of track “which began nowhere 
and ended in 
the 
same 
indefinite 
spot.” This venture ran up a debt of 
$38,000,000 and 
collapsed, 
with 
its 
only assets 
being 
“two streaks of 
rust and a right of way.” 
Had a Sufficient Success. 
Hill had had a sufficient success in 
the region to he filled with a consum­ 
ing desire to 
purchase 
the defunct 
property. 
After five years of finan­ 
cial dickering, including the sale of 
all his other interests, which netted 
a fortune of $100,000, he and a syndi­ 
cate of three others—Sir Donald A. 
Smith, George Stephen 
and Norman 
W. Kittson—obtained the 
object of 
this desire. 
The St. Paul, Minnesota and Man? 
tuba railway was formed to operate 
the property, 
with Hill 
as 
general 
manager. When in 1888 Mr. Hill was 
elected president 
he 
undertook the 
extension of 
the 
railroad from its 
Dakota and Minnesota homestead to 
the Pacific ocean. He was confronted 
by three 
big 
competitors 
to the 
south, each of which had received big 
bonuses as government aid, whereas, 
the “M anitoba” or the Great North­ 
ern, as it came to be known, did not 
have a dollar of government subsidy 
or an acre of grant 
to 
forward its 
progress from the 
Minnesota boun­ 
dary to the sea. 
In this light, Hill's plan was wide­ 
ly deemed pure folly, but he pressed 
It to conclusion by building and pop­ 
ulating as he built. For several years 
he laid rails westward at the rate of 
a mile a day, and at a cost of $30,000 
a mile, and as he went he left a trail 
of embryonic farms by the railroad.

modern 
machine 
warfare 
wherein 
every man was supposed to have be­ 
come a pawn without initiative of his 
own has been developing perhaps the 
deadliest form of sport imagination 
can conceive—where every combatant 
places his cunning, his strength and 
his skill 
in 
hand-to-hand 
fighting 
against those of his adversary. 
Hardly a day passes that there is 
not a trench “raid” by one side or the 
other, and sometimes 
several 
such 
sallies. 
No subject is more tabooed 
in its details by the censor. Command­ 
ers do not want to leu the enemy 
know why their raids succeed or fail 
or why the enemy’s succeed or fail. 
Invention fights invention; 
secrecy 
fights secrecy. 
All the elements of boxing, w rest­ 
ling, fencing and mob tactics plus the 
stealth of the Indian, who crept up 
on a camp on the plains, and the 
teamwork of a professional baseball 
nine are valuable to the player. 
The weapon that is least needed is 
a rifle. 
A club or a sandbag or an 
Indian battle-axe or spiked club is 
better. 
A good slugger without any 
weapon at all may take an adver­ 
sary’s loaded rifle away from him and 
knock him down and then kick him 
t 6 death. 
The monotony of trench existence 
these days is broken by preparing for 
raids and 
against 
them 
Battalion 
commanders w’ork out 
schemes 
of 
strategy which w’ould hive wron them 
fame in smaller wars. 
Fifty men or 
a thousand may be engaged in a raid. 
It may be on a front of fifty yards or 
a thousand. 
Its object is to take as 
many prisoners and kill and wound 
as many of the enemy kb possible in 
a few minutes; and then to get back 
to their own trench. 
The assaulters 
try to hold on to the piece of trench 
they have taken, the guns are turned 
on them, the bombers close up on 
cither side, and machine guns and 
rifles are prepared to sweep the zone 
of retirement. 
An uncanny curiosity gives the sol­ 
diers incentive for the raids. 
Ordin­ 
arily they never see their enemy hid­ 
den in his burrow’s across “No Man’s 
Land” from their own burrows. Un­ 
seen bullets 
from 
unseen 
snipers 
crack overhead. 
Unseen guns sud­ 
denly concentrate 
in 
a 
deluge 
ot 
shells. For months this sort of thing 
goes on and the trenches of the ad­ 
versaries remain always in the same 
place; the grim monotony of casual­ 
ties and watching continues. 
This 
arouses the desire to “get a t” the 
enemy which the trench raid satisfies. 
It means springing over the parapet 
and rushing across “No Man’s Land 
into the very houses of the enemy, 
and man to man on his doorstep prov­ 
ing which is a better fighter. 
To go Qver the parapet ordinarily 
means death. 
In order to make any 
such rush there must 
be 
“interfer­ 
ence,” as they say in football, and the 
barb wire in front of 
the 
enemy’s 
trench must be cut. 
This is usually 
done by the guns, which become more 
and more deadly in their ability to 
turn accurate sprays of destruction 
one given points. They cover the rush 
and they cover the return of the raid­ 
ers with their prisoners. 
But the guns are not all; there is 
all kinds of 
organized 
trickery 
in 
order to enable a body of soldiers to 
get into the enemy’s trenches for a 
few* minutes of activity, when the oc­ 
cupants throw’ themselves 
on 
their 
invaders at such close quarters that 
it is a question if even a revolver is 
now’ a practical weapon. It cannot be 
thrown over a traverse, and a bomb 
can. 
Running into a German around 
the corner of a traverse a blow’ may 
be better than a shot. 
There have been trench raids where 
every man who went 
out 
w’as 
re 
sponsible for a casualty or prisoner, 
while the raiders’ own loss might not 
have been one in ten to the enemy’s. 
There are also failures. 
Success re­ 
quires that every detail should work 
out right.

to the intelligence corps. 
Officers in the trenches as w’ell as 
officers in other military units, usual­ 
ly wear steel corsets as a protection 
against spent bullets. 
“Score one for the breastplate,” 
said an officer who had been doubled 
over by a shell fragment which hit 
him in the abdomen. 
Instead of a 
flow of blood crimsoning his blouse, 
all that wras visible through the rent 
in the cloth wTas an abrasion on a 
steel surface. 
“But for your new corset, you w’ould 
have been dead by now,” the surgeon 
told him. 
Early in the w’ar an officer w’ho 
wore protection of this 
kind 
would 
have been frowned on by his fellows 
as unsoldlerly! A type of corsetlet of j 
small plates of highly tempered steel j 
joined together by steel wires is being 
more and more w’orn by officers. 
Its 
structure adapts itself to the move­ 
ments of the body, it wreighs only a 
few pounds and, fitting snugly as a 
vest, it is not cumbrous. 
If the son 
of Lord Shaughnessy, president of the 
Canadian-Pacific railway, 
who 
was 
killed recently, had been wearing one, 
his life might have been saved, ac­ 
cording to his comrades. 
Since then 
Canadian commanders have strongly 
urged all their officers to buy corset- 
lets. 
The corselet is worse than no pro­ 
tection against bullets unless the lat­ 
ter are spent. Such is their power ot 
penetration that they go through the 
thin steel, “mushrooning” and mail­ 
ing a larger wound than if nothing 
had been in their way. 
But in the 
trenches, unless one show’s bis head 
above the parapet 
and 
is 
moving 
about in the shell zone in the icarj 
of the trenches, one is rarely exposed 
to bullets. When an officer goes into 
a charge in face of machine gun and 
rifle fire, he takes off his corselet. 
On average days in the trenches 
the main danger is from shrapnel bul­ 
lets and fragments from shell explo­ 
sions, which may inflict ugly and fatal j 
wounds, preventable by comparatively j 
thin protection to such a vulnerable 
substance as human flesh. 
Together, 
a corselet and a steel helmet pretty 
effectively shield vital parts against 
missiles of low velocity. 
The use of the corselet is limited 
virtually to officers, wrho pay for -them

Tokio, May 29.—Japan will proba­ 


bly decide to change her main railroad 


system from a narrow’ 
to 
a 
broad 


gauge. 
The present gauge of three 


feet and six inches was adopted when 


the first line was built in Japan, but 


experience has demonstrated the wis­ 


dom of widening it to the standard 
broad gauge such as obtains in the 
United States. 
For one thing it will 
permit of greated speed, and for an­ 
other it will be more 
useful 
as 
a 
means of communication in connec­ 
tion with national defense in time of 
war. 
Especially is the change desired in 
the interest of a greater development 
of commerce and industry. It is plan­ 
ned to inaugurate 
the 
tremendous 
task involved by widening the gauge 
on the main trunk line which connects 
Tokio with Shimoneseki, a distance 
of about 800 miles. 
This is the line 
w’hich connects with Korea and the 
Siberian railroad to I£urope. 
The re­ 
construction expense for this line cov­ 
ering a period of twelve years is es­ 
timated 
at 
297,000,000 yen or about 
$148,500,000. 
The 
reconstruction 
of 
the other lines of the empire is esti­ 
mated to cost the same figure, the 
work extending over 
a 
period 
of 
twrenty-five years. 
These estimates are made on the 
supposition that an annual amount of 
20,000,000 yen can be borrowed from 
the ordinary accounts of the govern­ 
ment, besides the railway profits, and 
if the loan from the ordinary accounts 
of the railway profits is increased, the 
time required for the reconstruction 
w ill he reduced accordingly. 
The es­ 
timated reconstruction expenses are 
maximum figures, which will be low- 
ered to some extent by the use of old 
materials and other economies. 
Dr. J. Soyeda, president of the im­ 
perial railway board, is of the opin­ 
ion that the plan should be carried out 
as soon as possible because it means 
that the annual improvement expenses 
can be dispensed with. 
The discussion of the plan to widen 
the Japanese gauge has been followed 
by a conference at Tokio between rep­ 
resentatives of the Japanese and Rus­ 
sian railroads. 
The object is to de­ 
velop the working 
arrangement 
be­ 
tween the railroads of the twro em­ 
pires. 
In receiving 
the 
delegation, 
Premier 
Count 
Okuma 
emphasized 
the importance of perfect connection 
and harmonious co-operation between 
the Japanese and Russian 
lines 
in 
Manchuria and Siberia. 
The railway lines possessed by Ja­ 
pan and Russia on the Asiatic conti­ 
nent, said the premier, are important, 
not only as a means of connection be­ 
tween Asia and Europe, but as a medi­ 
um 
through 
which 
the 
territories 
along the lines may be exploited for 
the mutual benefit of Russia and Ja­ 
pan. 
Siberia and Manchuria hold out 
great prospects; they are rich in nat­ 
ural resources and ripe for industrial 
development. 
To exploit those terri­ 
tories alone, the premier said, calls for 
an immediate completion of well* or­ 
ganized railway lines and their exten­ 
sion 
to 
even the remotest corners. 
The Russians would produce the ag­ 
ricultural products which Japan might 
need and Japan in 
turn 
could 
fill 
some of Russia’s requirements. 
All 
these mutual developments are wait­ 
ing for a better railway service, he 
said. 
In the prem ier’s opinion, 
the 
im­ 
provement of the railway connection 
between 
Russia 
and 
Japan 
w’ould 
eventually serve in bringing the eco­ 
nomic relations of the two countries 
into closer touch, and undoubtedly 
would also further cement the friend­ 
ship of the two empires. 
Count Okuma laid particular stress 
on the urgency of completing the con­ 
nection between the Russian and Jap­ 
anese railways at this time, in view 
of Japan’s supply of munitions of war 
to Russia. 
Rapid 
transportation 
of 
such war materials, he asserted, was
